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Special meeting set for tonight 


ZBA to resume DetRo sludge hearing

DetRo Recovery Products will get a 
public hearing at 7 30 tonight before the 
Zoning Board of Appeals as the sludge 
compositing firm continues its battle to 
build a plant in the city. 

A large crowd is expected to fill City 
Council Chambers at the special meet- 
ing DetRo will appeal a denial by the 
Planning Commission of the firm s site 
plan for a plant on Goddard Road, just 


east of Wayne Road adjacent to City 
Hall 

The Planning Commission on Feb 17 
denied DetRo's site plan for improper 
zoning on the proposed 36-acre site that 
is currently zoned M-2 Romulus has no- 
thing in its present zoning ordinance to 
permit sludge compost plants Ms Vi- 
vian Armstrong, secretary for the Plan- 
ning Commission and ZBA. said the de- 
nial was based on legal counsel received 
from the city attorney 

City Pa Inner Dave Sanders of Wcacny 


and Associates has drafted a proposed 
zoning ordinance amendment that 
would permit sludge compositing in M-2 
areas upon special approval City Coun- 
cil is reviewing the proposed amend- 
ment that was explained to them by San- 
ders in a special session last week 
City Attorney Chuck Lowther wrote a 
letter to the Romulus Planning Commis- 
sion. dated Feb 16. upon which it based 
the decision to deny DetRo s site plan 
The present application calls into 
quustion whether the proposed use is 


permitted in the M-2 zoning classifica- 
tion as a matter of right*' Lowther’s let- 
ter stated 

‘it is our opinion that such usage as 
proposed does not fall within the allow- 
able uses of right in the M-2 district . ” 

Lowther then cited two court cases 
pertaining to the interpretation of zon- 
ing ordinances. It has been held by the 
courts of this state that “a zoning ordi- 
nance must be construed reasonably 
with regard both to object sought to be 


obtained and to the general structure of 
the ordinance as a whole ” 

“The M-2 zoning district does not spe- 
cifically provide for such sludge com- 
post operations as is being proposed In- 
deed the statement of purpose for the 
M-2 district (see section 17.01 ) specifi 
cally states that the intent of the M-2 
District is to permit uses which are pri- 
marily of the manufacturing, assemb- 
ling and fabricating character and that 
the purpose of the regulations in the M-2 
district are designed to permit the loca- 


tion of industry which will not cause 
adverse effect on residential and com- 
mencal areas of the city.” Lowther *s 
letter to the Planning Commission ex- 
plained 

Lowther concluded: The statement 
of purpose further recites that uses 
which are incompatible with the permit 
ted industrial uses are prohibited 

Tonight s public hearing of DetRo’s 
case is the only one on the ZBA s agenda 
and the public will have an opportunity 
to speak on the issue

Thieves steal remaining bleachers 


Vandals complete the job 


What the vandals didn’t get the 
first time, they came and stole on the 
second trip. 

Recreation Director Dennis Davidson 
said thieves stole 20 aluminum bleacher 
seats two weeks ago from Romulus 
Park Number One at Beverly and 1 lenry 
Ruff roads. 

They left 60 risers remaining on the 
first base side of the softball diamond 


after the first theft Well, thieves came 
back and stole the remaining 60 risers 
last week 

Those thefts, coupled with other dam- 
age and thievery at Elmer Johnson 
Park, on Ozga Road, places the total 
destruction and replacement costs at 
about $6,000. 

In addition to stealing the risers at 
Park Number 1. vandals stole most of 


the bricks from the back wall of a shelter 
type building there Not only did they 
steal the bricks from the wall they stole 
electrical material and other items 
from the building. 

“It’s a shame that all the residents 
have to suffer for the malicious acts of a 
destructive few,” Davidson said. Re- 
placement costs are extremely high and 
the vandalism is so senseless.”

City Council has unanimously autho- 
rized Mayor William M. Oakley to hire a 
police chief on March 20 if there was no 
significant move by Wayne County this 
week to ensure police protection for 
Romulus. 

Also, the Chief Executive of the city 
received approval to identify patrol- 
men’s starting annual salary at $17,500 
:f RorrVLiN.v goes ahe-ni to create its own 
police force. 

For the second week in a row. Council 
and the mayor discussed at length the 
current stalemate between the County 
Commissioners and Wayne County 
Sheriff. William Lucas. 

Oakley had two simple requests for 
Council to approve, to give the mayor 
authority to hire a police chief, if neces- 
sary, no later than March 20, and also to 
identify patrolmen’s starting salary at 
$17,500 

“We only have two months until May 
19,” Oakley stressed, identifying the 
date that the Wayne County Deputies 
are supposed to be laid off and not pro- 
tect Romulus anymore. 

“I’m hard-pressed to hire a police 
chief because there’s going to be 
another infamous court case on Monday 
(March 16). I’d like to get to know the 
police chief real well — then maybe in 
three weeks or so hire police officers/’ 
Oakley said. 

Councilman Ed Rush asked the mayor 
if he had any number in mind to hire. 

“I have 25 in mind but that may 
change as I talk with the police chief and 
hear his suggestions and recommenda- 
tions,” Oakley replied 

Rush asked, “What about Lietuenants 


and those in charge*’” 

“Everyone will start at $17,500,” Oak- 
ley said. “After we start, I imagine I’ll 
be coming back to 9 sk council to 
approve three Sergeant positions ” 

Mayor Pro-Tern Mary Ann Banks told 
of the great amount of work involved in 
starting a Romulus Police Department 
in the next few’ weeks “We’ve reached 
the point of no return/' she said in de- 
scribing the emergency situation. 

Mayor Oaxley and every membe? of 
Council stressed Hint they .v**jn*i* . 
tract with Wayne County for police pn* 
tection But they added quickly the need 
to be prepared in case the County Com- 
missioners do not fund the County De 
puties. 

Councilman Jimmie C Raspberry, 
while recognizing the urgency of the 
siutation. said there was no way Romu- 
lus could have its own police force in two 
months. 

“There’s no way you can hire and im- 
plement a police department in this 
amount of time.” the veteran Council- 
man said. “There’s no way it will be 
effective.” * 

Oakley explained to Council. I'll be 
responsible if this thing goes belly-up. 
The Mayor listed some costs involved. 
“I think it will cost us $l-million the first 
year and S2-million the second year for 
our police department, including build- 
ings, equipment and increment raises ” 

Oakley said he contacted Gov. Wil- 
liam Milliken for his assistantce in pelp- 
ing to solve the contract dispute between 
Romulus and Wayne County, i wrote 
Gov. Milliken a 2-page letter three 
weeks ago to see if we could count on him 
for help,” Oakley said. 

“I contacted Sen. Bill Faust and he

Leonard Folmar, who has been Clerk 
in Romulus since it became a city in 
1970, has decided to run for Mayor He 
also announced this week that Deputy 
Clerk Linda Choate would seek the 
office of Clerk in this year ’s election 
“Romulus, long recognized as having 
unparalled potential, has staggered, 
failing to realize even the beginnings of 
what is possible. Folmar said “We all 
suffer as a result of the failure of the 
community. In an age when the cost of 
living, unemployment, crime and taxes 
are soaring. Government is obligated to 
aggressively pursue means to minimize 
the impact on its citizens 
“Citizens of Romulus have a difficult 
time regulating the rising cost of living 
What have we done? Citizens of Romu- 
lus have little, if any. means to halt ris- 
ing unemployment What havewedone*’ 
Citizens of Romulus are being victi- 
mized by rising crime What have we 
done? Citizens of Romulus have no abil- 
ity to check runaway taxes What have 
we done 0 Government only exists to pro- 
vide services to cit izens that they , them 
selves cannot more effectively per- 
form /’ he said 

Romulus is a fertile community and 
has the ability to answer these ques- 
tions We need but to plant the seeds of 
leadership, dedication, knowledge of 
Government, sensitivity to the express- 


ed needs of the community, a willing- 
ness to share, share in the: decision- 
making process, and commitment. 

“Commitments often give the illusion 
of differences or cross purposes, in long 
standing friendships. It is rny prayer 
that this not be the case We must all 
hold firmly to the commitment that we 
make to the community, this must be 
our first priority. It is not the friendship 
that undergoes change, it is the needs of 
the community that necessitate meta- 


morphosis. and it is our willingness to 
attempt to address those needs which 
give substance to our commitments,” 
Folmar explained 

Romulus government has been home 
for Folmar for the 13 years, two admi- 
nistratively and 11 years as City Clerk. 

“For all 13 years, 1 have had a burning 
desire to maximize, at every opportun- 
ity. the potential of this tremendous 
Community.” he said “It is this same

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Police nab break-in suspects 


2 elderly women robbed in their home 


Wayne County sheriffs are on the alert 
for two men who broke into an elderly 
couple’s home in Romulus and robbed 
them after tying up their victims with 
telephone cord 

According to Det Frank Burton, the 
two robbers broke into the home of Thel- 
ma Martin. 61 and her mother. Amada 
Barber, of 30114 Elm Court in Romulus 
Saturday night 

The robbers, both wearing masks, 
asked for money and received about S12 
in cash Not satisfied with the amount. 


the robbers ripped the telephone cord off 
the wall, tied up their victims, then pro- 
ceeded to ransack the house 
Det Burton said the robbers managed 
to make off with a TV set. cassette play- 
er. Mrs Barber s gold wedding band 
and a birthstone 

We have a theory that the robbers 
may have lived in the neighborhood, 
said Det Burton ‘ We re asking anyone 
who saw anything to please call us.’ 1 

Burton said that the two victims man 
aged to work themselves loose and later 


call police He said that Mrs Martin 
complained about chest pains and was 
immediately rushed to Annapolis Hos- 
pital 

The detective said that the victims de- 
scribed the robbers as two black males, 
in their late teens or early 20s One 
flashed a hand gun and wore a black and 
red ski mask, while the other hid his face 
behind a nylon stocking 

Sheriff’s deputies also said they hope 
to erase some 15 break-ins from the 
books with the arrest of two Romulus 


men The two defendants have been ac- 
cused of a rash of breaking and enter- 
ings. mainly in Romulus, committed 
over a span of one year 
The defendants: Joseph Thompson. 
19. and Brian Bandrow. 17. address un- 
known. were taken to an out-county 
courtroom and arraigned on the charge 
of illegal entry into a dwelling 

Brandlpw and Thompson both 
pleaded not guilty and remanded to 
Wayne County Jail in lieu of $5,000 cash 
bond 


Examination has been set for March 
25 m 34th District Court (Romulus) 

According to deputies, the two defen- 
dants are specifically charged with 
breaking into a house at 34551 Wick Rd 


The deputies said they watched as the 
two suspects removed reported stolen 
property — a loaded gun and $30 in pen- 
nies. They said the two defendants later 
admitted to at least 15 other break-ins in 
the area.

'Can’t accept in good conscience’ 


County commissioner refuses pay hike 


Proclaiming, “l cannot accept the 
money in good conscience. Wayne 
County Commissioner Paul G. Citkows- 
ki has announced refusal of the $1,500 
annual pay increase awarded to all non- 
judicial county elected officials by the 
County Compensation Commission in 
December 

The Compensation Commission is a 
seven-member body of private citizens 
authorized by state statute whose re- 
commendations are reversible only by 
two-thirds vote of the County Board of 
Commissioners. Although the Board in 
January voted 15-1 against the raise, it 
failed to achieve the necessary 18 to 
block the raise effective Jan 1. 1982. 

Because of legal technicalities, Cit- 
kowski sought opinion from the County 
Office of Corporation Counsel on proce- 
dure for turning down or relinquishing 
the increase. In a letter from counsel he 
was advised that commissioners cannot 
waive their right to compensation as 
members of the Board, but that the 
County is not exempt from gifts or 
grants. 

Accordingly, for those who want to re- 
ject the increase. Corporation Counsel 
advises acceptance of the raise, and re- 
commends a gift for the same amount 
returned to the County general fund 

"That is definitely the procedure I will 
follow,” Citkowski declared “Despite 
the fact that I need the money as much 
or more as anybody else, lam against a 


raise for us during this critical period in 
the county financial situation 
‘‘Even though we certainly deserve a 
raise— inflation dictates that for all uf 
us— Wayne County simply doesn’t have 
bonus money at this time. This is a 
period of extreme economic hardship 
when people in commerce and industry 
are being forced to accept salary cur- 
tailments. 1 see no reason why it should 
be different in government, especially 
among we who determine the policy ” 
Citkowski pointed out that he is serv- 
ing his second consecutive year as mem- 
ber of the County Labor Relations Board 
which negotiates all union contracts for 
the county, and that the labor board has 
been ordered by the Board of Commis- 
sioners to grant no increases for general 
employees of the county. 

"It w ould simply be too hypocritical of 
me to hold two seats trying to enforce a 
no-raise policy, then accept what some- 
one else has proposed for me,” Citkows- 
ki explained He predicted that several 
other commissioners would also re- 
linquish the raise, saying, "It’s ironic 
that we have to accept it in the first 
place.” r 

According to the opinion from Cor- 
poration Counsel referring to state sta- 
tute. a commissioner cannot w aive right 
to compensation for services as a mem- 
ber of the Board because "it has been 
repeatedly held" by the state Supreme 
Court that compensation to a public 
officer is statutory in nature and not con- 


tractual. therefore precluding enforce- 
ment of any agreement waiving a por- 
tion of the salary fixed for the term of 
office.” 

"This forces me to take a round about 
approach, but if this is the w ay 1 have to 
do it. then this is what I will do." Cit- 
kowski stated Emphasizing that he has 
no other income other than Board pay. 
Citkowski said that nevertheless he w ill 
present the county with a $1,500 check 


soon after the raise takes effect next 
year 

Commissioners w ho voted against the 
raise besides Citkowski include Arthur 
M. Carter. Kay L Beard. Arthur B 
Blackwell. Mary E Dumas. Edgar L 
Harris. R William Joyner. John J Kor- 
ney. Richard E Manning, Thomas Pre- 
snell. James J Rashid. Rose Mary C 
Robinson William Sullivan. William Su- 
zore. and Samuel A Turner 


The U S Bureau of the Census is con- 
ducting a regular survey on employ- 
ment and unemployment in the area 
during the week of March 16-20, accord- 
ing to Robert G McWilliam.

The monthly survey is conducted for 
the U S Department of Labor and pro- 
vides a continuous record of activity in 
the labor force. The January survey in- 
dicated that of the 105.5 million men and 
women in the civilian labor force. 97 7 
million were employed. The Nation s 
unemployment rate was 7 4 percent, the 
same as in December and little different 
from the rates which have prevailed 
since May of last year. 

Information supplied by individuals 
participating in the survey is kept strict- 
ly confidential by law and the results are 
used only to compile statistical totals.

asking why the big difference ’> 

*in June of 1980. Romulus cut Sheriff 
services by $32,000 a month but we have 
continued to pay that much and $1 10,000 
each month The people of Romulus do 
not appreciate the implication that our 
Sheriff services are being subsidized by 
the rest of Wayne County 

We pay the same tax rate as all other 
Wayne County communities. This con- 
troversy isn’t over our willingness to 


pay for Sheriff services we agreed to. in 
our contract with the county , but paying 
for unfair increases and excessive 
administrative costs they’re charging 
us.

Romulus family roots 
rich in area history

A recent article appeared in the De- 
troit Free Press entitled “Black History 
in Detroit” and it surprised everyone at 
Beverly School in Romulus except Mrs. 
Lois Streety. 

Mrs. Streety is very aware of her roots 
which dig deep into the history' of De- 
troit. The newspaper article told about 
her paternal great, great grandfather. 
William Lambert, and history has al- 
ways been a topic of discussion and in- 
terest in the Streety family. 

On the day the morning newspaper 
came out, Mrs. Streety calmly asked 
her fellow workers at Beverly School if 
they had read “The Way We Live” sec- 
tion of the Free Press. 

Everyone wanted to know why. 

Her reply, “Because my family tree is 
on display, along with several family 
photographs. I knew they were going to 
run several articles on Black History 
and I knew’ several of my relatives were 
going to be in the paper. 

*‘I just didn’t know exactly when they 
would appear.’’ she said 
Mrs. Streety says her great, great 
paternal grandfather, William Lam- 
bert. was one of the first black men to 
settle in the city of Detroit He had been 
active in the abolitionist movement in 
the east and when he settled in Detroit 
he and George DeBaptiste formed the 
first formal abolitionist organization in 
the state of Michigan in 1842 
Mr. Lambert was one of the founders 
of the first black Episcopal Church in 
Detroit, called St. Matthews. 

He also helped support the Civil War 
and helped many slaves escape through 
the underground railroad into Canada. 
Lambert and a group of black citizens 
brought to the attention of the Supreme 
Court a law’ that was passed in 1869 but 
had been virtually ignored 
The law’ stated that black children 
could attend school in the district where 
they lived. Until his death he cam- 
paigned for civil rights. Mr Lambert 
married a Detroit woman who bore him 
five children and his first son. Toussaint 
Lambert, became the first black mail 
carrier in the City of Detroit. 

Mrs. Streety is a direct descendant of 
Mr. Lambert She also took up the cause 
of civil rights and joined the National 
Association for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People (NAACP) Youth Council in 
the 1940 s 

Mrs. Streety, along with her husband 
and three children, moved from Livonia 
to Romulus and settled on Beverly 
Street in 1969 

“That’s when I first got involved with 
Beverly School and I’ve been here ever 
since.” she said I served as a part- 
time cook. Girl Scout mother and 
coached Little League baseball for 
girls ” Jan 26 marked her I lth year as a 
para-professional at Beverly School 
Mrs. Streety and her husband. 
Horace, now’ retired and a part-time 
security guard, live on Wahrman Road 
in Wellesley Manor 
“All three of our children are grown 
Mrs. Streety pointed out * Barbara is 


married and lives in Hampton. Virginia 
with her husband and two children. 
Christine is married, has one child, and 
is in her senior year at Kent State U. 

Billy attends Concordia Lutheran 
College in Ann Arbor and will transfer to 
Michigan State University in the fall to 
major in forestry." 

But even w ith her children grown and 
away. Mrs. Streety still keeps very 
busy. 

For the past 33 years she has been a 
member of the oldest continuing club of 
black women in the slate — the Original 
Willing Workers. 

“The club just celebrated its 93rd 
anniversary last November and we 
meet on the second Thursday of each 
month in the homes of members.” she 
explained. 

“We do charitable work for the United 
Foundation and other worthy groups At 
first our membership was open only to 
the daughters and granddaughters of 
original members But now’ our 
membership is open, she said 
Mr. and Mrs Streety both belong to 
the Star Dusters, a travel club for black 
people in the past 12 years we have 
traveled extensively throughout Michi- 
gan and the United Slates ” 

And traveling comes easy to Mrs 
Streety. As naturally as it came to her 
great, great maternal uncle. George W. 
Hatter, who was an escaped slave from 
West Va. 

Hatter escaped from a West Virginia 
plantation and by means of the under- 
ground railroad made his way to Cana- 
da by way of New York Hatter ;s grand 
son. 81-year-old Frank Morris is Mrs 
Streety s uncle and resides in Detroit 
It seems only fitting that Mrs. Streety 
should settle in Romulus and that the 
Romulus Historical Society is trying to 
get the Romulus Wesleyan Church de 
signated as a historical landmark 
It is rumored that Wesleyan Church 
helped runaway slaves and played a vit- 
al part in the underground railroad that 
helped them to freedom 
Mrs. Streety is also extremely proud 
of her heritage that had such an impor- 
tant part in the history of that move- 
ment

Businesses may apply 
for loans up to $500,000 
Interest rates range 
from three (3 r r ) percent 
per annum to eight and 
one-quarter ( 8 , 4 %) per- 
cent per annum. 

Businesses that have 
suffered economic in- 
jury as a direct result of 
the disaster may apply 
until July 9, 1981 for Eco- 
nomic Injury Disaster 
Loans (E1DL). Such 
businesses are required 
to submit documents 
showing that the econo- 
mic injury suffered was 
directly attributable to 
the disaster. 

Funds received from 
the E1DL loans may be 
used to provide working 
capital and to meet 
financial obligations 
that otherwise whould 
have been met had the 
disaster not occurred 
Where possible, and 
without causing undue 
hardship, a business 
must use its own assets 
or credit from the pri- 
vate sector, if available 
at reasonable rates, to 
meet its financial obliga- 
tions.

As a rule, most people use their flash 
incorrectly, falling victim to what s 
known as ’the accessory shoe syn- 
drome " The problem with using your 
flash on the camera (the direct flash 
method) is that it gives harsh unin- 
teresting lighting with deep and harsh 


edge shadows thrown on nearby objects 
This is not to say there is no place for on 
camera flash when there is a reason for

In the chicken, the incubation period 
is 21 days. This is the length of time it 
takes for a chick to develop in an egg and 
then hatch out Eggs need special care 
to help increase the chance of a chick 
developing. 

Before incubation, the eggs should be 
checked over, any cracked or dirty eggs 
should be discarded. The clean, whole 
eggs can then be placed in an incubator, 
big end up. 

An incubator can be very simple, such 
as a light bulb and shoe box, or very 
complex, such as a box over six feet tall 
with fans, controlled temperature and 
humidity, and a mechanism that can 
turn the eggs automatically. 

For a few eggs it is best to start small 
— maybe a little store bought incubator 


tor six to twelve eggs would be a good 
beginning 

The temperature for incubation of 
chicken eggs is 100 e F. This temperature 
must be constant and accurate. The 
temperature should be measured just 
above the eggs 

Humidity is important in incubation. 
Eggs will dehydrate through tiny pores 
in the shell if the humidity is too low A 
pan of water placed in the incubator 
may offer enough evaporation humid- 
ity. Humidity of 60 f f is ideal 

The eggs should be turned at least 
eight times each day Turn eggs one way 
then back the oilier This prevents the 
chicks from sticking to the side of the 

egg 

Three weeks alter placing the eggs in 
the incubator they should begin to 
hatch. The chicks peck their way out of 
the egg with a hard tip on the beak called 


an egg tooth 
disappear 


This egg tooth will later 


The chicks should be placed in an en 
closed area with a light bulb for warmth 
at one end ( 100-110 F) so that they can 
cool off away from the bulb at the other 
end < 00-70 F) It is best to use a circular 
enclosure because the chicks will pile up 
when frighteneef and the chicks cor- 
nered at the bottom of the pile may 
suffocate 

Chicks should be kept on some type of 
litter and not a smooth surface to avoid 
developmental problems with their 
legs. They should be started on a chick- 
en starter mash As the chicks grow, the 
food can be changed to growth food and 
then maintenance food The heat re- 
quirements will decrease as the chicks 
grow older. 


Church approves new 
‘ world-budget ’ for ’ 81 


Stewardship in the Belleville Seventh- 
Day Adventist Church helped boost the 
denomination's world budget for 1981 to 
$142 million dollars, reports A Royce

The new budget for this year was 
approved at the denomination's Annual 
Council in Washington.

Pastor Snyman 
states, the Israelites brought double 
tithe — and sometimes more — and 
placed it in the coffers of their desert 
church. The Seventh-Day Adventist 
Church follows the same practice. 

The first tenth of an individual mem- 
ber's income is used primariliy for the 
support of the clergy and missionaries.

as its evangelistic outreach

Pastor Snyman says, “We don't 
attempt to tell our members what they 
must give, We are more concerned with 
their spirtual health than their finan- 
cial investment in the church. When 
their spiritual health is good we have 
discovered that their financial commit- 
ment is greater.

hot shoe or use a mounting bracket on 
your camera you can eliminate the deep 
edge shadows commonly seen on direct 
flash pictures. Just make sure your sub- 
ject is at least 8 or 9 feet from the back- 
ground 

ZONE FLASH 

An alternate method to direct Hash is 
to standardize on three or four shooting 
distances. If you accept the premise that 
the majority of flash situations will fit 
the composition resulting from working 
at predetermined distances, you can 
preset both focus and aperture 
Good working distances with a normal 
lens ( in the case of 35mm camera we are 
talking about a 50mm lens) seems to be 
5. 10, or 15 feet. 

Sharp pictures are achieved by plac- 
ing the subject at one of those three dis- 
tances from the camera, or if you will, 
placing the camera at one of those three 
distances from the subject 

OFF CAMERA FLASH 
By removing your flash unit from the 
hot shoe you can achieve a more natural 
lighting effect You may need an acces- 
sory flash or sync cord to connect the 
camera to the flash unit 
If you cannot position your subject 
several feet in front of the background, 
or if the background is to be part of the 
picture, all you need to do is remove the 
flash unit from the camera and hold it up 
and to one side of the subject (keep the 
flash pointed at the subject) and make 
the exposure, by doing this the shadows 
from the flash will be directed down and 
away from the subject. 

By varying the position of the flash 
unit you will achieve different effects, so 
do some experimenting

CHAPTER 214 


AN ORDINANCE TO CREATE A DOWNTOWN DEVELOPMENT AU- 
THORITY FOR THE CITY OF ROMULUS AND PURSUANTTO ACT NO 197 
OF THE PUBLIC ACTS OF 1975 

WHEREAS : Act No. 197 of the Public Acts of 1975 provides for the establish- 
ment of a downtown development authority; and 
WHEREAS: The City Council of the City of Romulus has determined it 
necessary and for the best interests of the public to halt property value 
deterioration and increase property tax valuation where possible in the busi- 
ness district, to eliminate the causes of that deterioration and to promote 
economic growth ; and 

WHEREAS: The City Council of the City of Romulus has held a Public 
Hearing on the adoption of a proposed Ordinance creating a Downtown De- 
velopment Authority and designating the boundaries of a downtown district . 
and 

WHEREAS: Pursuant to the authority of said statute, the City Council 
desire to adopt an ordinance establishing a downtown development author- 
ity; 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS .

Beware 

Spring ushers in deadly tornado season 


You remember last July ’s brutal sum- 
mer storm that left millions of dollars in 
damages and homes without power for 
weeks ? 

Well, spring is just around the corner 
and, although it may be welcomed by 
most of us, it also brings a deadly hazard 
. tornadoes 

Residents also are advised by the 
State Police emergency services divi- 
sion that the coming of spring brings 
with it the potential for devastating tor- 
nadoes in the state 

Capt Peter Basolo. commander of the 
emergency division, said that a proc- 
lamation by Governor William G Mil 
liken has designated March 15-21 as 
‘ Tornado Safety Week in Michigan 
and that it alerts state residents to the 


need to know how to prepare themselves 
for possible tornado dangers 

The proclamation pointed out that 
Michigan since 1950 has had a total of 232 
persons killed by a total of 516 torna- 
does One of the worst in recent years 
occurred on Palm Sunday, April 11, 
1965, when storms struck several south 
ern counties causing 53 deaths and S51 
million in property damages. 

In May last year, a tornado struck Van 
Buren counties, killing five persons, in- 
juring 97 and causing $52.9 million in 
property damage 

Basolo emphasized that tornadoes 
can occur at any time of the night or day 
and in any month of the year. However, 
tornadoes occur most frequently in the 
April-July period and between the hours 


of 3 to 7 p.m 

The Governor’s proclamation noted 
that state and local governments, civil 
defense directors, weather services and 
the public and private school systems 
and the press, radio and TV were 
cooperating in efforts to inform state re- 
sidents about precautions, protection 
and general safety measures to be taken 


against tornado dangers. 

Those persons having serious con- 
cerns regarding tornado safety are 
advised to contact their nearest State 
Police post, local civil defense author- 
ities. police and fire departments for 
assistance. Some agencies have in- 
formation material to distribute con- 
cerning tornado safety.

there’s usually one in a bunch that goes a bit overboard > but we also are known to 
delve into such surprisingly literate subjects as politics, religion, books, and the 
economy And there’ve been some pretty hot debates on the former two 
We re mighty good at talking turkey — or pot roast or meatloaf or lamb 
chops also. Those distaff get-togethers not only lead to recommendations for 
good reading ; what to see at the Fisher. Masonic or Power Center : where to find 
a good bargain or W'hat new r restaurant has opened in the area, but also include 
topics with which w r e gals deal day-in-and-day-out — food, cooking, baking, 
economizing 

And this is when, if you're among those who really dig the microwave, wok. 
crockpot, blender and those old stand-bys. the range, oven and freezer , you pay 
attention' If one of your pals is describing a new dish or dessert. ask Tor the 
recipe If you're savoring the casserole and unique new salad your hostess has 
just served, get her aside later and ask for the recipe 
There are very few' culinary buffs who won’t be flattered and happy to share 
their findings (Yes. I know — there can be a couple of stinkers who either 
beat-about-the-bush making excuses and even some who’ll change or leave out 
the essentials ) But the majority of us who truly enjoy the kitchen-dining scene 
and have appreciated the many additions to our recipe files courtesy our peers, 
feel it one of the nicest of compliments to be asked for our recipes. 

Here’s the latest to be tucked behind the meats-poultry " division in my 
shoebox file. It was served at a recent luncheon and is absolutely 
delicious! (And was happily distributed for all of us to copy.) 

CHICKEN CASSEROLE 

Place a 24 lb. chicken in a kettle and just barely cover w ith water Bring to 
boil, skim, and cook slowly until tender Remove from broth and cool Bone and 
cut into small pieces 

Cook a 12 oz. package of thin spaghetti, broken into 1-inch pieces, in broth from 
chicken until tender. Remove from stove 
Chop 2 cups celery. 1 cup green pepper. 1 onion and cook in small amount of 
water just til tender Then add vegetables, water and all. to chicken broth. and 
spaghetti. 

Add 1 can pimiento. cut up; 1 can cream of chicken soup. 1 can cream of 
mushroom soup (no water) and 1 lb grated eheddar cheese, keeping out enough 
to sprinkle on top 

Cook in 350 degree oven until mixture bubbles and cheese on top is nicely 
melted. 

This can be made ahead and kept in the refrigerator after it is coolecf Just 
reheat until bubbly. 

It’s super!

Soldiers may return to Fort Lee for advanced cooking courses after w orking at 
an Army post for several years. They are also eligible to quality for a Depart- 
ment of Labor Apprenticeship and Training certificate

The CMA offers these suggestions on 
how to remove CRCs: 

• Read the directions for opening 
which are printed or embossed on each

* Calmly proceed to remove the cap 
Haste or rigorous pulling the wrong way 
will thwart your efforts — that’s why 
they re safe for youngsters 

• If the cap doesn’t open the first time,

My personal experiences 
with cable TV firms 


I have folKved with much interest the recent West- 
land Cable TV election and would like to provide you 
and your readers w ith a view of cable from outside of 
Michigan. 

First of all I am a former resident of both Wayne 
and Westland w ho was forced to relocate to a small 
town in New Jersey in 1975. While 1 was in this area I 
was active in community affairs and served on 
several local committees. When I found myself in 
New r Jersey I decided to once again become involved 
in community affairs. In 1977 my adopted tow n de- 
cided to try and get cable TV into the community and 
long before it was generally practiced we formed a 
committee to look into cable and to invite companies 
to submit proposals. 

It w r as not easy then When many companies were 
interested in building cable systems in the larger 
towns, few were much interested in the less profit- 
able communities with only 2-4.000 homes. But after 
much work and many letters we were able to get 
three cable companies to send us proposals 

After we received the proposals we thought we 
understood the cable business, one of the three com- 
panies decided to withdraw from consideration and 
nearly five months had passed 

But still believing that our new knowledge would 
result in a better cable system , we sought to locate a 
company to replace the one that had quit I want to 
make it clear here that I believed then and still be 
lieve that my cable committee was dedicated to its 
job 

Well, we never did find another company to offer 
us a proposal and by this time, nearly a year had 
passed since we were asked to recommend a cable 
company to the community. 

Deciding to select from the two companies left, we 
scheduled a meeting to pick the company we would 
recommend to the city fathers At that meeting, the 
whole question of cable w r as again confused w hen one 


of the tw o companies told us they w ould have to raise 
the rates they had quoted in the proposal. 

While they tried to tell us that the increased rates 
were necessary, the other company told us they w'ere 
Hot, and since we were interested in the best deal we 
could get. we recommended and the city granted its 
franchise to the first company offering the lower 
rates. # 

Well we relearned a lesson. A contract or agree- 
ment is only as good as the people you make it w ith 
For over a year we waited for the cable system to be 
built, but it never w f as. To top it off. the company we 
gave the contract to came back to the city and said it 
could not build the system without increased rates. 
When we tried to ask the first company to come back 
and offer us a proposal again, they refused, so we 
were stuck with a company who had lied to us. and 
had mislead us 

Today we have the cable system built, but we have 
had to agree to a second rate increase this year 
I would like to just remind the citizens of Westland 
that the cheapest job is not the best, and that a com 
pany with the honesty to tell you of an impending rate 
increase, is a company most likely to be honest with 
you in other areas as well 
1 would recommend to any elected or appointed 
official who is in the process of negotiating a contract 
of any kind, but especially a cable TV contract, that 
they should first know and trust the people who are 
making the promises because it is those people who 
will either deliver or not deliver 
I’m sorry this note is so long but 1 think it is impor- 
tant lor the residents of both Wayne and Westland 
and the area to get a good cable system for their 
towns And the best way to do that is to give the 
contract to people and not a company like we did

When a friend dies, a part of you dies with 
him. 

But you always have to remember," said 
Jak Warren, “that death is not the end, it s sort 
of a new beginning. ’* ^ 

And Warren, who was rich in vocabulary 
and lean in criticism, for years would remind 
me that ‘the responsibility of a writer is to 
communicate on a level that people would 
understand. If you w'rite above or beneath an 
individual, you will soon perish.” 

At 44. this scholarly person is dead And this 
area has lost an articulate spokesman for high 
school athletics, a friend who would be embar- 
rassed by this column — * because you should 
save the space for people who are worthy of 
it.” I4II . 

It seems that Jak Warren has alw r ays been in 
these parts That . of course, is not true. Hawas 
from the east, from Maine and he brought to 
Wayne and the area a deep respect for ‘exact- 
ness in u'hat you do ” 

In fact, he began taking notes on Wayne 
Memorial’s wrestling teams — ‘ covering 
them” — as we would say in this business $nd 
he became so knowledgeable about the sport, 
and so accurate that the MicHigan High School 
Athletic Association eventually invited him to 
become the official scorer for the state cham- 
pionships. 

Although he remained a staunch supporter 
of Wayne Memorial *s wrestling team, most of 
the coaches across the state of Michigan w ould 
contact him for facts and figures about prep 
teams and wrestlers. 

He was a perfectionist.” said John Wood. 
Wayne Memorial wrestling coach. “A guy like 
that can’t be replaced They are rare because 
they contribute to what you’re doing — to soci- 
ety — and ask for little in return. 

*‘I can truly say that this entire state, and all 
of the athletes and coaches have lost a 
tremendous friend.’’ Wood continued. I’m 
really lost for words.” 

Most of the other coaches in the area were 
also shocked. 

Sometimes you have to wonder, one of the 
coaches said. You read about these convicted 
criminals who continue to rob. rape, have no- 
thing to contribute to society and they continue 
to plague mankind But they're allowed to live. 
Here was a man. liked and loved by all of us 
and he’s dead in the prime of his life 
Warren was a “doer” — I personally can 
attest to that 

A few' years ago I informed him that I was 
seeking employment elsewhere because I 
didn’t like the direction in w hich this newspap- 
er was going at the time He looked at me and 
said: “I never thought you were a quitter If 
you don’t like something then you worfc t6- 
bring change about — you don t run frotn it. 
We re men — not animals.” 

And then there was the time when the for- 
mer owners of this chain w anted to abolish the 
sports section and lay this w riter off 
“Oh. no they won’t.” Jak said. * We need 
sports and we need you, even though I think 
you’re a lousy wTiter.” 

Unbeknownst to me. Warren organized a 
telephone campaign and before he and his' 
group were through, some 300 subscribers to 
this newspaper had cancelled their subscrip- 
tions 

I was ‘called on the carpet” for that cam- 
paign 

But I wasn’t laid off 

I’m still here I'm just sorry Jak isn’t '

EDITOR — I have been following 
the letters concerning the 
Wayne- Westland educational system 
and the lack of quality in it . 1 applaud 
Carol Schlamb for her letter 
It isn’t easy to face such a crisis 
with a sense of humor. She com- 
plained we have become the educa- 
tors at the request of those we hire to 
do the job. 

These teachers’ 1 point to their col- 
lege degrees and experience when 
demanding better pay; but. without 
any questions about our qualifica- 
tions, expect us to do a great part of 
their job. 

Let J s examine more closely the 
statement, °we have become the 
educators.” 

First, we have the “Bucket Bri- 
grade”. This is a group of volunteer 
adults who are asked to go into the 
school and teach some of our children 
concepts they are having trouble 
with. 

Thednly qualification is the volun- 
teer must be “interested in chil- 
dren”. There is no screening, no test- 
ing, nd other requirements, and very 
little supervision — if any. 

Second, there is the volunteer pa- 
rent u’ho goes into the classroom to 
help the “teacher”. She is asked to 
teach at learning centers, help with 
testing and recording scores, grade 
papers, run off dittos, and help set up 

k— y- 


projects and clean up afterw ard 

Again there are no requirements. 

Some classrooms are lucky enough 
to have a para-professional She does 
the same things the volunteer parent 
does The only difference is she gets 
paid, and has access to confidential 
information. 

With so much help, you can assume 
the teacher is able to handle the rest 
of her job Right? WRONG! 

Now comes the non-volunteer pa- 
rent. The one who is made to feel guil- 
ty is she doesn’t have the time or abil- 
ity. to teach her children at home. So 
what if she w orks eight hours a day 
and has several children w ho all need 
help. 

Virgie Mack said in her letter. 
“Ydur child needs all the support 
that he can get.” She also points out. 
she “has always assisted her chil- 
dren with projects, listened to Dick 
and Jane, the multiplication tables, 
etc.” 

I don’t hear any objections to 
assisting, supporting, or listening 
The problem begins when we are 
asked to shoulder almost the entire 
burden of our children’s formal 
education. 

I have had to teach my children 
math, reading, history, and English. 
One of my sons came home from 
junior high and asked me to teach 
him a math concept. I told him to go 
to his teacher because it had been 
many years since I had used that cer- 
tain concept. He already had gone to 
his teacher 

Instead of helping, she threatened 


him with extra assignments When 
he reminded her she was supposed to 
teach, she replied that No where in 
my contract does it say I must teach ! 
I only have to supply the learning 
materials.” 

We are asked to foot the bill for the 
most modern equipment and sup 
plies, well maintained buildings, 
small class loads, well paid teachers, 
and an over abundance of well paid 
administrators Then we are asked to 
bring the education into the home be- 
cause it doesn’t “begin at 9 a.m. and 
end at 3:30 pm” 

But even that is not enough. We are 
then asked to go into the schools and 
do the teachers work, or at least be 
silent w’hile just anyone off the street 
comes in and w f orks with our chil- 
dren. 

I have known many of these volun- 
teers. and have worked as one. While 
many of them are more capable then 
most of the teachers I have w’orked 
with. 1 resent the fact it is necessary 
— and that the teachers are paid for 
not doing it well 

There was a time when teachers 
were qualified, dedicated, hard 
working people to be respected. Now 
they tell us any one can teach. They 
break the law right in front of our 
children’s faces as they strike, then 
cry they get no respect. They use the 
classroom .scare tactics , and threats 
to gain first contracts that will break 
the school district, and then the 
millages to cover the contracts. 

Do you realize the lowest paid 
teacher (with tenure) in the Wayne/ 


Westland school district receives 
$16,555 for putting in approximately 6 
hours a day 180 days a year*' This 
breaks down to about $90 a day or $15 
an hour For what?! Furnishing our 
children learning materials” that 
we bought and paid for *' 

I could go on and on discussing our 
w r onderful education system 

I haven’t even mentioned the 
wasted dollars on programs that are 
of questionable merit, the sex movie 
that w’as shown my kindergarten 
child, or the violation of my chil- 
dren’s rights. That will have to wait 
for another time 

George Abdo w’as 100 percent right 
when he said our children are being 
cheated, they are the losers and you 
and I have no control If teachers had 
accountability colleges would not 
have to offer remedial reading. 

And the state of Michigan would 
not be getting $127 million from the 
Federal government for remedial 
education 

And we would not be expected to do 
the teacher's w r ork

Within minutes, she was bombarded 
with decisions to make about the funer- 
al. etc. to top all of that, a bunch of the 
doctors wanted her to have an autopsy 
done on ‘her baby. She said no. So they 
started carrying on about benefit to fu- 
ture children, to be sure of the cause of 
death. , 4 

I felt they were coming on too strong 
at a very bad time. She did agree to the 
autopsy. Now she feels she agreed to 
something that was possibly not really 
right — mutilation of her baby. She has 
started to have nightmares about cut- 
ting up babies, 

What can I do or say to help her?

Dear Brother, 

There is probably not much you can do

to make her feel better. Some of her un- 
happiness is part of the normal mourn- 
ing process. She needs support and 
understanding. 

Assure her that she did the best thing 
possible under those circumstances. 
Perhaps valuable information was 
,gained that will aid physicians in saving 
other children. 

If her concerns and nightmares con- 
tinue or worsen for any period of time, 
counseling should be suggested.

Can education benefits be extended? 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: Following are 
representative questions answered dai- 
ly by VA Counselors. Full information is 
available at any VA office.) 

Q — I was unable to use my VA educa- 
tion benefits before my time limit ex- 
pired. How do I apply for an extension? 

A — The extension of the delimiting 
date fo'r education benefits can be 
granted to veterans who can prove they 
were unable to pursue a course of educa- 


tion because of a physical or mental 
handicap, not the result of the veteran’s 
own willful misconduct during the 
period of entitlement 

Q — What portion of a home loan does 
the Veterans Administration 
guarantee? 

A — The VA will guarantee up to 60 
percent of a loan provided it does not 
exceed the maximum guaranty entitle- 
ment available to the individual The 
current maximum guaranty entitle- 


ment for homes is $27,500 The max- 
imum for mobile homes is $20,000 not to 
exceed 50 percent of the loan 

Q — If a veteran qualifies for VA 
education benefits under the Post Viet- 
nam Era Contributory Program, is 
there a time limit on W'hen these benefits 
must be used? 

A — Yes No benefits are payable to a 
veteran beyond ten years following the 
date of last discharge or release from 
active duty

Since moving into Westland two 
years ago. all 1 heard was that the 
city would have a cable system by 
September of 1980. Now, it is March 
of 1981 and no cable system in sight 
for W'ho knows how F many months 
from now 

Other surrounding cities such as 
Dearborn will have a cable system 
hooked up next month and Garden 
City is looking into a system very 
seriously and will have one hooked up 
before Westland decides what it 


should do and decides to stop putting 
around 

Since the voters rejected the 
franchise. Mayor Taylor has said the 
city will be losing approximately 2 
million dollars in revenue But if the 
city was to lease the franchise, it w ill 
receive about $200,000 in revenue 
The $200,000 is not the 2 million 
granted . but the additional $200,000 in 
revenue could be used for the city to 
help offset the expected SI 2 million 
budget deficit as of July 1, 1981 

In the meantime, channels 20 and 
31 will be getting my $22 50 a month, 
the money the city could be getting 
for a cable system 

Face it, a cable system in Westland 
would attract people looking for 
housing because a cable system is 
the television of the future.

And if you think the title rhyme is bad. wait II you 
hear the record! Actually though, it s not all bad — 
not if you like the mindless dribble that Ted Nugent 
continues to casually pass off as music 

In what would have been a novel idea (had not 
Jackson Browne done it a few years back with “Run- 
ning On Empty”), Ted has chosen a live setting — 10 
of them , to be exact — to introduce new material . and 
as a special surprise, before most of the songs begin 
we get to hear the Nuge rave on in his own 
elementary fashion. Oh goody. It's a good thing too. 
because otherwise it’d be kind of hard to tell when 
one song ends and the next starts 

Musically. Ted Nugent songs are pretty much the 
same: start by playing these chords for a minute, rip 
off a guitar solo, and keep soloing while the rhythm 
guitarist holds it down. Only two songs stand out. 
“Jailbait.” which is fairly interesting at first, though 
soon sinks to disgusting lows with lyrics like Well. I 
don’t care if you ’re just thirteen You look too good to 
be true. I just know that you’re probably clean 
There’s one little thing I got ta do to you. 

Whatsamatter Ted. feeling those middle-age 
blues? The other song worth hearing is * The TNT 
Overature” which is the lyrical highlight of the LP 
( it s an instrumental ) . and features some of the most 
tasteful lead work Nugent's put down in years. It’s 
proof the talent is still in there, though it rarely sur- 
faces these days. 

For someone who brags about his songwriting abil- 
ity the way Nugent does (he claims to write new 
songs every day) , his lyrics are as pitiful as any I ve 
ever seen, so much so that I’m convinced the addi- 
tion of the lyric sheet here is somebody 's idea of a 
joke. Lest you think I’m being unfair to the man. 
check out the complete lyrics to “I Am A Predator " : 
“I am a predator 
That’s one thing for sure 
I am a predator 
You better lock your door. 

Wow, that s really great. Almost as eloquent as 
“My Love Is Like A Tire Iron" or The Flying Lip 
Lock . ' ‘ The latter is one of the two songs on the album 
that mention “WangoTango. ” his last hit— which at 
least had some intended humor in it. 

Even the classic “Land of A Thousand Dances" 
comes under the thumb of the self-titled Motor City 
Madman here, rendering it totally impotent. Speak- 

■* of such things. I wonder what Freud would have 


to say about lines like “Just watch me ignite A molo- 
tiv cocktail I ’m goin’ off tonight I ’m whippin’ out 
my choppin' block." and “I’m on the run with a 
loaded gun I ’ve got a Smith & Wesson I 'm gonna 1 ake 
no prisoners.” 

Now, keeping in mind that Ted Nugent’s audience 
is made up mostly from the age group 12-17. can you 
explain why so-called indecent" groups like the 
Plasmatics are banned from playing clubs for IK 
year olds and up. while Ted Nugent goes on 
“Dinah?" What could be more indecent than having 
a "hero" singing to his fans that he’s got a loaded 


Smith & Wesson ( a gun . by the way — not cooking oil ) 
and is going to “take no prisoners" (i.e — kill them 
all.)? 

The really sad part is that the Nuge’s popularity 
continues to rise as the quality of his work declines 
Nevertheless, 1 suppose a middle-aged man pranc- 
ing around stage in a tattered loincloth battering 
eardrums with the same old too-loud riffs he’s used 
for years is some people’s idea of fun Not mine.

Allen play keeps 
audience laughing

Axel McGee is just the kind of charac- 
ter we expect from Woody Allen 

“I was the only ambassador ever 
asked to leave the entire continent of 
Africa." he confesses. 

“I was hung in effigy in Panama — by 
my own embassy “ 

And young McGee must now run the 
American embassy in a small Commun- 
ist country when his father-the- 
ambassador is called away. 

McGee is not exactly confident “I'm 
competent between major international 
blunders,” he concedes. 

But if there was a failure business. 
I d own chain stores.” 

Woody Allen’s comedy, “Don t Drink 
the Water.” shows what happens when 
this diffident diplomat must handle a 
cold war crisis. 

Some American tourists are accused 
by the Communists of being spies They 
take refuge in the embassy, where 
McGee must help them escape from the 
country. 

Presented again this weekend by the 
Wayne-Westland Civic Theatre. “Don’t 
Drink the Water" keeps the audience 
laughing throughout. Typical Allen one- 
liners poke fun at everything from inter- 
national politics to modern wedding re- 
ceptions. 

John Eastman peers through his horn- 
rimmed glasses and plays the part of 
young McGee as Woody would’ve done 
it. His fumbles and frustrations are pre- 
dictable. but quite perfect for the part. 

WWCT veteran Tobin Hissong gives 
us an amusing interlude when a blow on 
the head convinces him he’s “both 


Wrighl brothers ’’ And Mark Renfrow 
steals the show as Father Drobney. the 
scatter-brained priest who had a hobby 
besides God" — magic 

Renfrow. a senior at Westland John 
Glenn High School, performs locally as 
a magician, and one of his doves 
“appeared" in the show too 

However, when 1 saw the show, the 
cast in general did not seem to be work- 
ing together properly, and the timing 
was often poor I attended the opening- 
night performance, though, and I expect 
that things will be smoother this 
weekend 

Fred Button as Walter Hollander, the 
New Jersey caterer suspected of spying 
did not really rise to the potential of his 
part. My companion observed that Allen 
had probably written the role with a 
more-ethnic character in mind (the 
stereotyped "agressive Jewish 
businessman.’’ a favorite comedy 
target) 

In his scenes with the gun at the end of 
the play, Button was quite hilarious . but 
his performance in the first act was stiff 
and seemed to need more flamboyance. 

But despite these shortcomings. 
“Don’t Drink the Water" is worth 
seeing It’s full of funny lines and situa- 
tions. and we in the audience enjoyed 
ourselves thoroughly. 

The comedy will be presented this Fri- 
day and Saturday evenings (March 20 
and 21) at 8 p.m at the John Glenn Au- 
ditorium. Tickets for adults are $3 50. 
and students and senior citizens are 
$2.50.

Go fly a kite! 

Versatile invention finds popularity surge very uplifting 


aviation to study the aerodynamics oi flight In 1783 the 
Swiss scientist Daniel Bernoulli discovered that when the 
wind blows across a curved airfoil (wing), air speed i" 
increased and a reduction in an pressure occurs alone the 
top surface This exerts an upward force upon the wing 

The airflow diverted downward by the wing s bottom 
surface is slowed and produces an upward force from the 
underside The combination of the two forces generates the 
lift** required for flight 

A further understanding of these aerodynamic princi- 
ples eventually led to development of the modern airplane 
wing 

There has been a remarkable increase in the popularity 
of kites in recent years.’ said Paul Garber, a historian 
emeritus at the National Air and Space Museum The 
Smithsonian Institution’s annual kite festival and orga- 
nizations such as Ihe American Kitefliers Association have 
been fundamental in fostering the resurgence 

“Certainly, not everyone can make a spacecraft or an 
airplane.' Garber added but anyone interested in llighl 
can easily make a kite 

Garber noted that ready lo assemhle kites and kite# 
materials are available at most hobby shops and even 
some drug stores Many people prefer lo construct their 
own because they learn how to modify the kite lo accommo- 
date it to the flying conditions 

Books of instructions are available in libraries or hobby 
stores, and there is even a kite liver's magazine Kite 
Lines," published in Baltimore Md The following lips 
may be helpful to would-be flyers: 

• The kite should be bridled to face the wind at a lilting 
angle so that the wind will lift the kite into the sky. The 
bridle is a line or series of lines attached to strong parts of 
the kite’s structure to position it correctly into the wind 
Finding the correct bridle length and flight angle are 
essentially trial-and-error matters but if the bridle is prop

ment All you need are a few inexpensive materials im- 
agination. some know-how. an open field and voila 1

Throughout its existence, the kite has been one ol the 
most versatile inventions ever made aiding development s 
in both the meteorological and aeronautical field" and 
achieving considerable cultural status in many countries 

Kites originated in China more than 2.000 years ago 
They were used by the Chinese army as early as the sixth 
century to relay signals to Iroops over great distances In 
1752. Benjamin Franklin used a kite for meterological ex- 
periments. and in 1901. the famed Italian physicist. Gug- 
lielmo Marconi, used a kite to raise his antenna for the first 
trans-Atlantic radio message 

Over the centuries, kites of virtually every imaginable 
size and shape have been flown — from the tiniest of flyers 
made by deovted enthusiasts in Japan to the kites used lor 
fishing by natives in the South Pacific islands to the enor- 
mous Japanese Wan-Wan kjte which spans 60 feet weighs 
approximately 5,500 pounds and requires 150 persons to 
launch and fly it 

Today kites can be seen in their most dramatic form in 
Japan where they are an integral part of the country’s 
national heritage On the fifth day of the fifth month of the 
Japanese year, for example, the Boys Festival is cele- 
brated by households which have been blessed with the 
recent birth of a male child The proud families fly tubular 
or “sleeve” kites which resemble a carp, a fish which 
battles upstream to spawn, symbolic of the son s antici- 
pated progress through the river of life. 

The kite also has been used extensively by the pioneers of

• Conditions are best for flying when the air is cool and 
clear A smooth wind of five to 10 knots is ideal Sometimes 
rising bodies of warm air < I hermals ) help raise the kite into 
the air 

• Never fly a kite in the rain or near utility wires, and 
always choose a field where there are no overhead obstruc- 
tions.

• The tail helps to improve the stability of a kite by creat- 
ing extra longitudinal drag If other factors are properly 
proportioned and balanced, vertically and horizontally, 
uncontrollable spinning and looping can be prevented by 
using the appropriate length of tail Tails may be made of 
cord ribbon narrow strips of rags tied together or even 
plastic drinking cups spaced about a foot apart along the 
length of line

What a high school coach doesn’t need during state tournament time is a bunch 
of college scouts trying to sign or woo one of his — or her — players. 

Most of the time college scouts have the sense to keep away or out of sight 
during tournament time.’’
